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Upland council 
Stalls for time 
on rezoning

An unusual proposal for a 
zone change at the former 
Upland landfill site has the 
Upland council stalling for time 
in hopes that the developer will 
back down from the proposal. 

Larson and Associates, an 
Irvine development firm, has 
asked to prepare a $25,000 

environmental impact report 
detailing the effects of their 
proposed 120-unit apartment 
complex on a 5.5-acre site which 
straddies the former dump. 

Rough descriptions of the 
plan describe it as two-bedroom 
apartments at the corner of 14th 
Street and Campus Avenue. 

Approximately three-quarters 

»of the site sits atop the former 
dump, which has leaked 
methane gas in the past year. 

The land is currently zoned for 
special projects and planned to 
one day house a park. 

The proposal is considered to 
have such a slim chance of 
success that the city has bided 
its time approving preparation of 
the EIR in order to prove that 
they haven’t encouraged the 
proposal, city officials said. 


“We're very hesitant to have 
him spend (up to) $30,000 on an 
environmental report and then 
indicate that somehow someone 
had led him down a garden 
path,” explained City Attorney 
Donald Maroney. ‘‘We’re very 
much anxious to let him know 
that we’re not leading him into 
believing that’s something (build 
apartments) that he can do.” 


The council postponed 
approval of the environmental 
study for the second time last 
week, this time setting the 
approval date for April 18. 


Since the two continuances, 
Maroney has negotiated and 
renegotiated wording of an 
agreement with the independent 


consultant which will conduct 
the study. 


The delays have helped 
prevent city liability as well as 
given the developer as much 
time as possible to back out of 
the plans, Maroney said. 


“We don’t want to mislead the 
gentleman. We don’t want to 
give him any opportunity to say 
we misled him,” Maroney said. 

William Larson, president of 
the firm, did not return phone 
calls. 


“Our general impression is 
that we probably don’t want 
apartments in any event,” said 
Mayor Richarc!i Anderson. “‘It 
may be approved, it may not be 
approved, but the general feeling 
developing on these apartments 
is that there will be some 
resistance.” 


Anderson was hesitant to 
address the contract vote, 
pulling it from the agenda for 
council discussion and then 
holding the matter until late in 
the meeting in order to further 
discuss it with Maroney. 


But Councilman Robert Nolan, 
a staunch advocate of slow 
growth and a candidate to 
replace Anderson when 
Anderson steps down as mayor 
next month, believes that the 
city is only promoting a charade 
by permitting Larson to have the 
EIR drafted. 


“It’s zoned one certain way. 
Why are we doing this — just 
because a guy wants to put in 
120 apartment units? My 
response to that is, Why do we 


“ have a general plan? Why do we 


want apartment units in an area 
designated for a park?” 


Nolan said he believes legal 
loopholes exist that would let 
the city deny Larson’s attempt to 
draft the document.

Humane society launches 
new volunteer program

You can be a pal to a homeless pet. 

The Pomona Valley Humane Society and the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
has launched a volunteer recruitment program to 
match those willing to donate their time with the 
many jobs available. 

“For those who want a chance to work 
directly with the animals, we have several 
volunteer positions they can fill. But for the 
people who find it difficult to get too close to the 
animal because they find themselves getting 
attached, we have openings which do not require 
direct contact, yet still gives the volunteer the 
opportunity to help animals,” said Judi Guizado, 
community relations and volunteer program 
coordinator. 

Positions include pet therapy assistants, 


shelter hosts and hostesses, clerical helpers, 
mass-mailing preparers, fund-raising assistants, 
pet adoption counselors and gardeners. 

A particularly popular volunteer program 
involves transporting certain animals to local 
convalescent hospitals and retirement homes so 
they have a chance to visit with residents. 

And puppy bathers and dog walkers always 
are needed, Guizado said. 

The shelter receives about 27,000 animals a 
year and only has room to accommodate 400 at a 
time. The shelter will house an animal for as long 
as it is healthy and space is available. 

But holding them in cages for along period - 
isn’t doing the animal a kindness, Guizado said. 
The animal's quality of life rapidly begins to 
deteriorate the longer it is kept in a cage, she 
said.

Preliminary due process 
hearings were held last week for 
Upland High students arrested 
last week on suspicion of selling 
drugs. 

“Some students have been 
recommended for expulsion,” 
said Principal Glenn Fisher, who 
will report the school’s 
recommendations to district 
officials. 

He would not elaborate on 
how many expulsions have been 
recommended. 

Administrators conducted 
individual hearings for the 19 
Upland High students 
apprehended following a five- 


week undercover operation. Due- 


process hearings for three more 
students from Hillside High 
School are still pending, said 
Principal Norman Woods. 

Each case will now go before 


a district review panel, and 
school board members will make 
the final decision, according to 
Fisher. “The students are | 
suspended until final board 
decision has been made,” he 
said. 

Parents who wish to pursue 
the cases beyond the board level 
have the right to appeal at the 
county level, said Charles 
Palmer, assistant 
superintendent. 

One Upland parent whose son 
was expelled expressed support 
for the district’s action. “The 
school was very professional in 
the way they handled it. | 
accepted their decision,” he 
said. 

The father spoke on the 
condition that he not be 
identified to protect his son. 
“They (school officials) said 
there might be a chance my son 
could get into (other) local 


R.C. Council shelves plan for park 


The Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council has shelved a 
conceptual park plan and 
authorized the organization of a 
community task force to re- 
design the three-acre park site 
known as Creekside in the Red 
Hill neighborhood.

local trails. 

Though the other blockages 
have been tolerated, Brandt said 
his client’s fence was 
immediately targeted by city 
officials. 

City Planner Brad Buller said 
the city does not engage in 
clearing of the “local” tract 
trails, which are supposed to 
serve only the tract in which it is 
built. 

The local trails are composed 
of strips of homeowners’ 
property. Community trails are 
land actually dedicated and 
deeded to the city. In cases in 
which the community trails are 
blocked, the city will always 
send out crews to remove the 
obstruction, Buller said. 


Brandt said he can see no 
reason why the situation can’t 
be resolved peacefully. City 
officials are declining to 
comment on the Morrow fence, 
as they see it as a situation 
involving potential litigation. 
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Fire departments 
unite to help 


stamp out arson

By pooling resources, four 
area fire departments have been 
able to offer more comple ° 
investigative skills to prov ‘ea 
united effort in solving ars: ° 


fires, according to local off. :ials. 


Officials from the Pomoi.a, La 
Verne, Montclair and Upland fire 
departments have identified six 
suspects in major arson fires 
since joining forces three 
months ago, said Pomona fire 
Investigator Russ Bohse. 

“Arsonists don’t stick to city 
limits, they cover a wide range,” 
Bohse said. “Thanks to the 
cooperation of the four valley 
departments, plus some input 
from as far as San Bernardino, 
we now have a suspect ina 
number of area fires in the Los 
Angeles County Jail.” 

While the four fire agencies 
have long had an informal 
arrangement for cooperation on 
major disasters, they formalized 
their Arson Investigation Task 
Force in January. 

“We’ve always worked 
together but never had a formal 
arrangement,” said Investigator 
Ron Sillo of the La Verne Fire 
Department. 
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“Our smaller department can’t 
have inspectors specializing in 
all areas of fire investigation, so 
we need the expertise of other 
officers.” 5 

The local task force is similar 
to cooperative agreements 
among Glendale and the Los 
Angeles County fire departments 
and another among several fire 
departments in San Bernardino 
County, Bohse said. 

“But this valley is a distance 
from other agencies, so we 
needed a task force which could 
promptly serve our own area,” he 
added. 

Jim De Souza, inspector/ 
investigator for the Montclair 
Fire Department, devised a map 
which pinpoints the valleywide 
activities of one arsonist. 

“When we all compared our 
investigations of a rash of arson- 
caused fires, we were able to 
build a much stronger case 
against this suspect,” De Souza 
said. One suspect is blamed for 
fires in six communities over a 
three-year period. 

During a recent fire in Pomona 
in which seven firefighters were 
injured, Bohse was quick to call 
in De Souza to aid in the site

CHAPTER 9405. OUTDOOR ADVERTISING AND IDENTIFICATION REGULATIONS 


SEC. 9405.010. DESCRIPTION AND PURPOSE - APPLICABILITY. The provisions of this Chapter 
| Shail govern all matters relating to signs, advertising structures, and advertising devices within the 
City of Upiand, which are exposed to view from outside the confines of any building including, but not 
limited to; the location, type, size, height, design, quantity, content, and illumination of signs, 
advertising structures or devices. 


The purposes of these provisions are to: 

Maintain and enhance the physical appearance of economic value of the City; 

Direct and inform persons as to the location and nature of enterprises and activities; 

Provide guidance for design of advertising displays, structures and devices which will harmonize 
avoid confusion or excessive competition for visual attention, and result in 


Reduce the potential for distraction of or hazard to motorists or pedestrians; and 
The intent of these provisions is to provide a reasonable system of controls to assist in the 


preservation and enhancement of the visuai environment, protection of property valves, and the 
protection of the public safety and general weifare. 


SEC. 9405.020. DEFINITIONS. For the

.010 Advertising Display Any structure device or sign, erected or maintained either wholly or in 
part for outdoor advertising purposes, including but not limited to, any sign, flag, banner, 
pennant, statuary, balloon, spotlight, searchlight, or other device located either on- or off-site, 
which is intended or designed to identify, advertise, or promote the sale of goods, materials or 
services or the location thereof. 

.020 Advertising Structure A structure of any kind or character erected or maintained for outdoor 
advertising purposes, upon which any poster, bill, printing, painting or other advertisement of 
any kind whatsoever may be placed, inciuding statuary, for advertising purposes. 

Advertising structure does not include: 

Official notice issued by any court or public body or officer; 

vances posted by any public officer in performance of a public duty or by any person in giving 
jega ice; 

Directional, warning or information signs or structures required by or authorized by law or by 
federal, state, county, or city authority; 

A structure erected near a city or county boundary, which contains the name of such city or 
county and the names of, or any other information regarding, civic, fraternal or religious 
organizations located therein. 

.030 Banner, Flag, Pennant, or Balioon Any cioth, bunting, plastic, paper, or similar material used 
for advertising purposes attached or pinned onto, or from any structure, staff, pole, line, 
framing, vehicle, or other object. 

.040 Beacon Light or Searchlight Any light with one or more beams, capable of being directed in 
any direction or directions. 

.050 Building Face Any (front, rear, or side) vertical surface of a building elevation in which the 
business is located. The area of the face of a building shail be the total area of such surface, 
including the area of doors and windows which open into such surface. 

.060 Building Frontage That portion of a building on, acjacent to, or oriented fo a public right-of- 
way. 

.070 Bulletin Board A board for displaying notices, posters, cards, sheets, or other printed, 
illustrated, or written matter. Also within this Code a freestanding sign for churches, schools, 
and official uses which contains the name of the institution or organization and general event or 
activities occurring at the institution. 

.080 a, A structural, ornamental, roof-like appendage, either free-standing or attached to a 

wilding. 

.090 City The City of Upland. 

.100 Design Review A formal process adopted by the City of Upland for review of ali components of 
design of site, buildings, structures, and signs to determine conformance with applicable City 
policies and standards. 

-110 Erect To build, construct, attach, hang, piace, suspend, or affix, and shall also include the 
painting of wali signs. 

.120 Flagpole A device utilized to display the California State and/or United States flag(s). 

.130 Freeway A highway in respect to which the owners of abutting lands have no right or easernent 
of access to or from their abutting lands, or in respect to which such owners have only limited 
or restricted right or easement of access, and which is declared to be such in compliance with 
the Streets and Highways Code of the State of California. 

.140 Frontage The length of a lot along a street or other principal public thoroughfare or freeway, 
but not including such length along an alley, watercourse, opr railroad. 

.150 Grand Opening A promotional activity used by newly established businesses, within sixty days 
after occupancy, to inform the public of their location and contribution to the community. 
bonans opening’ does not mean an annuai or occasional promotion of retail sales by a 

usiness. 

.160 Handbill Any pamphiet, circular, folder, booklet, petition, letter, card, sheet, poster, sticker, 
dodger, or other written or illustrated matter distributed by hand to the general public. 

.170 Location A lot or premise, building, wall, or place upon which a sign is erected, constructed, or 
maintained. 

.180 Logo A visual symbol identifying the business or service provided, which may be al! or part of 
@ sign. 

.190 Multiple-Occupancy Building A building wherein two (2) or more separate independently owned 
or operated occupancies are contained. 

.200 Multiple-Occupancy Site A parcel of land as designated in the current Assessor’s Parcel Map 
Book, containing two (2) or more separately, independentiy owned or operated occupancies. 

.210 Non-Structural Trim The moiding, battens, cappings, nailing strips, or lattice which are 
attached to sign structures and are not part of the sign copy. 

-220 Person Any individual, firm, partnership, association, corporation, company, or organization, 
singular or plural, of any kind. 

.2%) Roof Line The top edge of a roof, mansard, or parapet wall of any building or other structure, 
which forms the top line of the bufiding silhovette, exciusive of any sign tower. 

.240 Setback The distance between any building or structure, or between any building or structure 
and any or all of the property lines of the site upon which such building or structure is located.

.263 Sign, Area The entire area within a rectangle or series of rectangles enclosing the extreme 
limits of writing, representation, emblem, or any figure or similar charcter, together with

Where two (2) such faces are placed back to back and are at no point more 
than two (2) feet from one another, the area of the sign shall be taken as the area of one face, 
if the two (2) are of unequai area. In the case of spherical or cylindrical signs, the area shall. 
be one-half (¥2) of the surface area of said signs. in the case of semi-cylindrical signs, the 
surface area shall be th total surface area. 

-264 Sign, Attached Any sign which is supported wholly by a building or structure, other than by a 
sign structure. Any roof sign, as defined herein, shail be considered an “‘attached sign’’. Any 
sign extending less than 18 in. from the vertical surface of any building or structure.

.12 Compliance Time Schedule is a city wastewater cleanup timetable required of all nondomestic 
users who are in violation of the city’s point-source program. 

.13 Composite samples consist of a series of grab samples collected, either manually or with 
automatic samplers, at equal intervals and combined proportional to flow; a sample 
continuously collected proportionally to flow; or equal volumes taken at varying time intervals 
by trained personnel following accepted sampling procedures and protocol. 

.14 Constituent shall mean any chemical element, compound, or mixture that is either suspended or 
dissolved in the wastewater stream. 

15 Domestic wastewater shall mean any water-borne wastes, derived from the orinary living 
processes in a dwelling unit. of such character as to permit satisfactory disposal, without special 
treatment, by conventional wastewater treatment plan processes. 

.16 Discharge or indirect discharge means the introduction of pollutants into a POTW from any 
nondomestic souce regulated under Sec. 307(b), (c) or (d) of the Act. Discharge includes either 
the discharge of a single pollutant or the discharge of multiple pollutants. 

.17 Discharger shail mean any person who discharges or causes discharge of wastewater directly 
or indirectly to a community sewer system. z 

.18 Effivent shall mean the liquid outflow from any facility entering either a private or public sewer 
system and/or a wastewater treatment plan. i 

.19 Environmental Protaction Agency or E.P.A. means the United States Environmental Protection 





Agency. 

.20 Flow Weight shall mean a mathematical method by which chemical concentrations and volumes 
of different wastewater streams can be compared and evaluated. 

.21 Grab samples are samples collected, either manually or with automatic samplers, over a period 
of time not exceeding 15 minutes by trained personnel following accepted sampling procedures 
and protocol. 

.22 Hazardous substance shail mean any element, mixture, or compound, in either a solid, liquid, or 
gaseous form that has a potential of being explosive, cidal, toxic, or infectious to any living 
organisms, corrosive, flammable, or a radioactive material. 

23 Hazardous waste shall mean any hazardous substance that is either the resultant and/or 
intermediate or final byproduct of any process. \ 

_24 industrial user or 1U shall mean a nondomestic source of indirect discharge of pollutants into 
the community sewer system regulated under Sec. 307(b), (c) or (d) of the Act. 

.25 industrial wastewater representative shall be an owner, manager, or duly appointed employee 
of a business that is knowledgable of the business’ wastewater generation and discharge, and 
has been appointed by the business as a spokesman to answer questions and supply any 
Ee concerning wastewater generation and discharge from the business as requested by 
the engineer. | 

.26 Interference means an inhibition or disruption of the publicly-owned treatment works (POTW), 
its treatment processes or operations, or its sludge processes, use or disposal which is a cuase of | 
or significantly contributes to either a violation of any requirement of the existing national 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permit (including an increase in the | 
magnitude or duration of a violation) or to the prevention of sewage sludge use or disposal by | 
the POTW in accordance with the following statutory provisions and regulations or permits 
issued thereunder (or more stringent state or local regulations): Section 405 of the Clean Water 
Act, the Solid Waste Disposa! Act (SWDA), the Clean Air Act, and the Toxic Substances Control 


Act. 
27 Local limits means pollutant limitations set by the City of Upland by evaluating the ability of its 


treatment system to receive and adequately treat nondomestic wastes regardless of category or | 


subcategory. 
.28 May means something is permissive. 


‘29 Monitoring facility shall be any city engineer approved structure used for housing wastewater | 


monitoring equipment and/or providing a convenient access point for the complete monitoring 
of wastewater discharges. 

30 National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System or NPDES is a National Wastewater Program 
with a discharge permit issued by a California Regional Water Quality Control Board 
(C.R.W.Q.C.B.) in conjunction with, and pursuant to, Sec. 402 of the Act (33 U.S.C. 1342). 

31. National Pretreatment Standard, Pretreatment Standard or Standard means any regulation 
containing pollutant discharge limits promulgated by the E.P.A. in accordance with Sec. 307(b) 
and (c) of the Act which applies to a specific category of industrial users. 

32. New source means any building, structure, facility, or installation from which there is or may 
be a discharge of pollutants, the construction of which commenced after the publication of 
proposed pretreatment standards under Sec. 307(c) of the Act which will be applicable to such 
source if such standards are thereafter promulgated in accordance with that section. 

33 Nondomestic wastewater shall mean the wastewater arising from or associated with a 
nondomestic operation, including but not limited to, the following: production or refining of 
petroleum; production, processing, packing, or canning of fruits, vegetables, meat, or 
beverages; laundering of clothes in public laundries; public self-service laundries; hospitals; 
restaurants; vehicle service facilities, wash racks, and garages; production of fertilizer, keeping 
of livestock or poultry, and operation of dairies; production of refuse; production and processing 
of plastic; cleaning of tanks, tank cars, or barrels; plating or processing metals; processing or 
reclamation of refuse; and the washing of equipment or spaces used in nondomestic operations 
and any other similar manufacturing, processing, and servicing operations. Nondomestic 
wastewater shall not include the following: Wastewaters from the operation of hotels, schools, 
single or multiple residences, and other establishments determined by the city engineer as not 
constituting a nondomestic discharge. 

34 POTW Tr2atment Plan or Publicly Owned Treatment Works or POTW shall mean a treatment 
plant designed to provide treatment of wastewater. This definition includes any devices and 
systems used in the storage, treatment, recycling and reclamation of municipal sewage or 
industrial wastes of a liquid nature. It also includes sewers, pipes and other conveyances owned 
by the City of Upland. This terms also means the municipality, as defined in Sec. 502(4) of the 
Act, which has jurisdiction over the indirect discharges to, and the discharges from, such a 
treatment works. 

.35 Parameter shall mean measurable condition that can vary depending on the chemical loadings 
and concentrations and physical conditions of the wastewater stream. 

36 Pass-through means the discharge of pollutants through the POTW in quantities or 
concentrations which are a cause of, or significantly contribute to, a violation of any 
requirement of the POTWs NPDES permit (including an increase in the magnitude or duration 
of a violation). An industrial user significantly contributes to such permit violation where it: 

A. Discharges a daily pollutant loading in excess of that allowed by permit or contract with the 

City of Upland or by federal, state, or local law; 

Discharges wastewater which substantially differs in nature and consituents from the user’s 

average discharge; 

Knows or has reason to know that its discharge, alone or in conjunction with discharges from 

other sources, would result in a permit violation; or 

. Knows or has reason to know that the POTW is, for any reason, violating any of the final 

effluent limitations in its permit and that such industrial user’s discharge, either alone or in 

conjunction with discharges from other sources, increases the magnitude or duration of the 
POTWs violations. 

37 Person shall mean any individual, partnership, copartnership, firm, company, association, 
society, corporation, joint stock company, trust, estate, governmental entity or any other legal 
entity, or other legal representatives, agents or assigns and includes plural as well as the 
singular. 

38 Point source shall mean any discernible, confined and discrete conveyance, including but not 
limited to any pipe, ditch, channel, tunnel, conduit, well, discrete fissure, container, rolling 
stock, concentrated animal feeding operation, or vessel or other floating craft, from which 
pollutants are or may be discharged. This shall mean any point where domestic and 
nondomestic wastewater enters into the community sewer system. 

.39 Point source limits shall mean the maximum discharge limitations for specific parameters and 
constituents entering the community sewer system. 

.40 Pollutant is any dredged spoil, solid waste, incinerator residue, sewage, garbage, sewage 
sludge, munitions, chemical wastes, biological materials, radioactive materials, heat, wrecked 
or discarded equipment, rock, sand, cellar dirt and industrial, municipal, and agricultural waste 
discharged into the water. 

.41 Pollution means an alteration of the quality of the waters of the state by waste to a degree 
which unreasonably affects (1) such waters for beneficial uses, or (2) facilities which serve such 
beneficial uses. Pollution may include contamination, 

.42 Pretreatment means the reduction of the amount of pollutants, the elimination of pollutants, or 
the alteration of the nature of pollutant properties in wastewater prior to or in lieu of 
discharging or otherwise introducing such pollutants into the community sewer system. The 
reduction or alteration may be obtained by physical, chemical or biological processes, process 
changes or by other means, except as prohibited by Sec. 403.6(d) of the Act. Appropriate 
pretreatment technology includes control equipment, such as, but not limited to, equalization 
tanks or facilities, for protection against surges or siug loadings that might interfere with or 
otherwise be incompatible with the POTW. However, where wastewater from a regulated 
process is mixed in an equalization facility with unregulated wastewater or with wastewater 
from another regulated process, the effluent from the equalization facility must meet an 
adjusted pretreatment limit calculated in accordance with Sec. 403.6(e) of the Act. 

.43 Pretreatement requirements shal! mean any substantive or procedural requirement related to 
pretreatment, other than a National Pretreatment Standard, imposed on an industrial user. 

44 Radioactive material shall mean material containing chemical elements that spontaneously 
change their atomic structure by emitting any particles, rays, or energy forms. 

.45 Sewage shall mean wastewater. 

“4% Sewer shall mean sanitary sewer mains, including appurtenances such as manholes and 
cleanouts, but does not include residential, commercial, and industrial laterals and connections 
to the community sewer system. 

.47 Sewerage shall mean any and all facilities used for collecting, conveying, pumping, treating, 
and disposing of wastewater. 

.48 Shall means something is mandatory. 

.49 Significant industrial user shall mean any nondomestic discharger that discharges to the 
community sewer system 5,000 gallons per day or more of processed wastewater, or has a 
wastewater discharge that has the potential to adversely affect the POTW resulting in treatment 
plan pass-trhough, interference, sludge contamination, or endangerment of city of POTW 
workers. 

.50 Significant violation is a violation which remains uncorrected 45 days after notification of 
noncompliance; which is a part of a pattern of noncompliance over a twelve month period; 
which involves a failure to accurately report noncompliance; or which resulted in the POTW 
exercising its emergency authority. 

.51 Sludge or wastes shall mean the nonliquid carried wastes normally considered to be suitable for 
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disposal with refuse at sanitary landfill refuse disposal sites. 

.52 Slug loads means any pollutant, including an exygen demanding pollutant (BOD, etc.) released 
ina ec ey at a flow rate and/or pollutant concentration which will cause interference with 
the POTW. 

53 Standard Industrial Classification or SIC is a classification pursuant to the Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual issued by the Executive Office of the President, Office of Management 
and Budget, 1972. 

54 Standard methods shal! mean the current edition of Standard Methods for the Examination of 
Water and Wastewater, as published by the American Public Health Association. 

55 Toxic pollutant are those materials, substances and/or compounds listed in Sec. 307(a)(1) of the 
Act, which are required by the pretreatment program through categorical pretreatment 
standards. 

.56 User(s) shall mean discharger. 

‘57 Wastewater shall mean waste and/or water, whether treated or untreated, being discharged into 
or permitted to enter a community sewer system. 

SECTION 3. Section 7600.2, General! restrictions and prohibitions on the use of community sewers 

.01 General restrictions 
Except as hereinafter provided, it shall be unlawful for any person to discharge or cause to be 
discharged into the community sewer system or any opening leading to a community sewer of 
the city any of the following, in quantities or volume, which will in the opinion of the city 
engineer obstruct the flow of sewage in the sewer, which will cause clogging of, or adversely 
affect, a sewage pump or sewage sludge pump or community sewer system, or which will in any 
way interfere with the normal operation of the sewage treatment plan. Any person who has 
presently a drain connection of his swimming pool to the city sewer installed under a valid 
permit issued by the city prior to 1973 shall be exempt from the prohibitions of this section for 
discharge of their swimming pool into the community sewer system through said connection. 
The city engineer shall require of the person making said discharge, or proposing to make said 
discharge into the community sewer system, to submit to the city engineer all information 
relating to the discharge to the end that the city engineer may determine what quantities or 
volume, if any, of the following substances the city engineer may allow to be discharged and the 
circumstances of said discharge. The substances which are the subject ot this section are as 
follows: 

A. Any rainwater, groundwater, street drainage, subsurface drainage, roof drainage, water 
from fountains, ponds, lawn sprays, swimming pools, wading pools, or any other type of 
surface water. 

B. Any overfiow from any septic tank or cesspool, or any liquid or sludge pumped from a 
cesspool, septic tank, or chemical toilet, except the chemical toilets in mobile recreation 
units at such place and in such manner as may be prescribed by permit isued by the city. 

C. Any garbage that is not ground succifiently to pass through a three-eights (%) inch screen. 

Local limits, specifying quantities or concentratons of pollutant properties which may be 

discharged to the community sewer system by existing or new industrial users shall be 

established by resolution. 

.02 Special restrictions - transportation servicing facilities 

A. Any facility maintained for the servicing or repair of vehicles licensed by the Department 
of Motor Vehicles, aircraft, construction equipment, industrial transportation or power 
equipment shall install and maintain a sand-and-oil interceptor. Wastewaters from toilets 
shall not be allowed to pass through this interceptor, but all wastewaters arising from the 
servicing and repair of vehicles/aircraft shall pass through this interceptor before 
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conditioning or demineralizing all or part of a water supply to @ property which has a 
connection to the city’s community sewer if the apparatus makes use of any zeolite or 
resinous ion-exchange process, the unit exceeds two cubic feet and the apparatus produces 
wastewater with a mineral or trace metal content which exceeds the limitations as shown in 
section 7600.2. No water dilution of the wastewater from a water conditioning apparatus as 
described herein shall be allowed in the determination of the mineral or trace metal 
content. Water conditioning units which are two cubic feet or less of resin in size may be 
installed or replaced upon obtaining the necessary permit from the city engineer. Permits 
for said water conditioning units, two cubic feet or less, shall be subject to the following 
conditions and restrictions: the water conditioner shall be salt efficient and shall be 
certified to comply with the requirements of Section 4047 through 4049 of the California 
Health and Safety Code. Said permit shal! not be issued by the city engineer until the 
proposed installer has furnished all of the necessary i ‘mation required by the city 
engineer to make a determination that the unit will fully conform with the intent of this 
code. This shall include certification that conditioned water conservation devices have been 
installed pursuant to Section 4047 of the Health and Safety Code of the State of California. 
B. Water softening or demineralizing apparatus not in compliance with the provisions of (A) 
above may be installed if al! of the following are in compliance: 
1. Disposal of the wastewater brine will be by some lawful means other than: (A) discharge 
to the city’s community sewer system and/or (B) fo the ground within the limits of the 


city. 

2. Appropriate plans and details of the wastewater disposal system are submitted to the city 
engineer. a 

3.A niki of approval for the installation of the apparatus is then issued by the city 
engineer. 


C. Any person installing a water conditioning apparatus, such as described in (B) above, shall 
make such apparatus accessible to the city for inspection and shail make such reports as 
the city may request as to the operation of the apparatus. 

D. No provision of this seciton shall be so construed as to prohibit the installation, replacement 
or enlargement of any water conditioning or demineralizing apparatus which: 

1. Does not make use of any zeolite or resinous ion-exchange process. 
2. Does not produce wastewater with a mineral or trace metal content exceeding the 

limitations as shown in section 7600.5. 

No water dilution of the wastewater from a water conditioning apparatus as described herein 

shall be allowed in the determination of the mineral or trace metal content. 

.04 Prohibitions 

Pollutants introduced into the community sewer system by a nondomestic source shail not pass 

through the POTW of interfere with the operation or performance of the works. in addition, it 

shall be unlawful for any person to discharge directly or indirectly to the community sewer 
system any of the folfowing: 

A. Any earth, sand, rocks, ashes, gravel, plaster, concrete, broken glass, mud, straw, 
shavings, metal filings, metal or other solid or semisolid materials. 

B. Any asphalt, tar, dead animals, offal, underground garbage, feathers, rags, plastics, wood, 
whole blood, paunch manure, bones, hair and fleshings, entrails, paper dishes, paper Cups, 
milk containers, or other paper produces, either whole or ground by garbage grinders, or 
any other solid or viscous substances. 

Cc. Any waters or wastes containing toxic or poisonous solids, liquids, or gases in such 
quantities that alone or in combination with other waste substances would create a hazard 
for humans, animals or the local environment or interfere detrimentally with sewage 
treatment processes. 

D. Any water or waster having any corrosive or detrimental characteristic that could cause 
injury to sewage treatment or maintenance personne! or damage to structures, equipment 
or other physical facilities of the POTW or community sewer system, and in no case 
discharges with a pH lower than 5.0, unless the works is specifically designed to 
accommodate such discharges. 

E. Any organic and/or inorganic element, mixture, or compound that is considered an 

“hazardous substance,” “hazardous waste” or “pretreatment sludge or waste,”” as 

currently defined by the E.P.A. 

. Any pesticides and fertilizers. 

. Any waste contining radioactive materials. 

. Any waste containing substances that may precipitate, solidify, or become viscous at 
temperatures betwwn forty (40) degrees fahrenheit and one hundred (100) degrees 
fahrenheit, which will cause obstruction to the flow in the POTW resuiting in interference. 

1. Any compound, such as mercaptans, etc., which will produce noxious odor in the sewer or 
POTW. 

J. Any gasoline, benzene, naptha, fuel oil, or any orther volatile liquid or substance which can 
produce toxic or flammable atmosphere in the community sewer system or in amounts 
considered dangerous. 

K. Any excessive amounts of chiorinated hydrocarbons. 

L. Any pollutant, including oxygen demanding pollutants (BOD, etc.) released in a discharge 
at a flow rate and/or pollutant concentration which will cause interference with the POTW. 

M. Heat in amounts (at levels) which will inhibit biological activity In the POTW resulting in 
interference, but in no case heat in such quanitites that the temperature at the POTW 
treatment plant exceeds 40 degrees celsius (104 degrees fahrenheit). 

SECTION 4. Section 7600.3. Same - Nondomestic wastewaters: 

No person shall discharge nondomestic wastewater into the community sewer system unless such 

person holds a valid wastewater discharge permit issued by the city engineer. The city engineer 

may issue a permit to discharge nondemestic wastewater to the community sewer, as determined 
from information completed on the nondomestic wastewater use questionnaire, if: 

.01 The quality of the wastewater conforms to the requirements of this chapter. 

02 Any pretreatment facilities are considered adequate and conform to applicable federal 
pretreatment standards and requirements. 

03 Definite commitments have been made for the installation of pretreatment facilities considered 
necessary. 

04 The community sewer system has adequate capacity for the volume of wastewater to be 
discharged. 

05 The installation, design, and adequacy of any facility pursuant to the provisions of this section 
shall not impute any liability on the part of the city nor relieve the owner or proprietor of such 
responsibility. 

SECTION 5. Section 7600.4, Nondomestic wastewater permit 

01. The city engineer shall be responsible for implementing the applicable pretreatment standard, 
either federal or local limits, whichever one is more stringent at the time. Although all 

industrial facilities are potentially affected the standards, the POTW will be generally enforcing 
the standards on industrial users through individual permits. 

02 A wastewater permit may be issued by the city engineer for a maximum of five (5) years unless 
suspended or revoked. All applications for a permit shall be reviewed by the city engineer, and, 
defending on the type of business or operation, a permit may be valid from one (1) to five (5) 
years unless suspended or revoked. Valid permits issued for less than five years may be 
extended upon written request to the city engineer for periods of time not to exceed the original 
period of time for which said permit was issued. 

.03 A permit shall state (1) the nature of the operation and the amount of flow which the applicant 
may discharge to the sewer, (2) any controls necessary in order that the community sewer 
system may serve its intended purpose, (3) those chemical constituents to be analyzed and 
reported upon, and (4) in the event that installation of pretreatment or other facilities are 
deemed necessary, the permit shall specify the period of time granted for the installation of 
pretreatment or other facilities. If the city engineer finds that the proposed discharge will not be 
lawful under this chapter or other applicable laws, he shall so notify the applicant, such 
notification to be within ninety (90) days of the finding. 

.04 The engineer may issue a permit to discharge nondomestic wastewater to the community sewer 
system if: 

‘A. A nondomestic wastewater use questionnaire has been completely and correctly filled out 
and signed by the user, either the owner or corporate officer. 

B. The quality of the wastewater to be discharged to the community sewer system conforms to 
the requirements of this chapter and the most current pretreatment standards and/or local 
limits, whichever is the most restrictive. 

C. A compliance time schedule has been approved by the city engineer (if required) and is on 
file with the Engineering Department. 

D. Mie SOP, sewer system has adequate capacity for the volume of wastewater to be 

ischarged. 

—E. Any required pretreatment system must be approved by the city engineer and is 
demonstrated, by the user, to adequately achieve existing local limits or pretreatment 
standards, whichever is the more strict, as well as has the capability to handle, or can be 
easily modified to handle, future requirements. 

F. A city approved industrial wastewater monitoring vault, manhole, or other approved 
monitoring facility has been constructed, or shall be constructed, and has been included in 
the compliance time schedule. 

G. It shall be uniawful for an industrial user to increase the use of process water or, in any 
other way, except where expressly authorized to do so by an applicable categorical 
pretreatment standard, attempt to dilute a discharge as a partial or complete substitute for 
adequate treatment to achieve compliance with a categorical pretreatment standard. 

05 All nondomestic dischargers that use a pretreatment system are required to establish and 
maintain a daily operation and maintenance log for their pretreatment system, and it shall 
contain at a minimum the following information: 

A. The date and times of routine maintenance and calibration of the system. 

B. A description of all maintenance and calibration work being done on the system. 

C. The date and time of any major repair and/or down time on the system. 

D. The emergency or backup system or program instituted while the pretreatment system was 
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out of operation. 
. The estimated daily operational efficiency of the pretreatment system. 

F. The name of the supervisor responsible for the pretreatment system and any maintenance 
men working on the system. 

.06 The nondomestic wastewater permit shall state the folowing: 

A. The dates of issuance and expiration. 

B. The identification, SiC number, and location of the discharger. 

C. The nature of the operation, the amount of flow, and constituents that are found in the 
wastewater. 

D. Any controls which the engineer finds necessary to ensure that the community sewer 
system may serve its intended purpose. These controls will include all applicable federai 
pretreatment standards and requirements and local limits. 

E. The points of discharge to the community sewer system. 

07 Under no circumstances shall a wastewater permit be assigned, transferred or sold to a new 
user, different premises, or a new, changed, or revised business operation. 

.08 If any person wishes to make alterations of pretreatment facilities or alterations of connections 
to the sewer, or if he wishes to discharge additional wastewater in excess of the amounts which 
have been approved or wastewater of a different nature, type, or substance non consistent with 
the original permit, he shall submit to the city engineer a letter requesting approval of such an 
error ation along with an updated nondomestic wastewater use questionnaire and permit 
application. 

.09 If a user’s nondomestic wastewater permit has been revoked, and if that user chooses to again 
discharge to the community sewer system, the user’s industrial representative must apply for a 
new nondomestic wastewater permit. Prior to the issuance of the new permit, the industrial 
wastewater representative must demonstrate or prove to the engineer’s satisfaction that either 
a safety backup system(s) and/or precautionary measures has/have been incorporated into 
their business process to eliminate similar conditions in the future which caused the revocation 
of the original permit. 

.10 Within one month after a user has received his new replacement permit, after having his permit 
cancelled, the user shall submit to the engineer a 24 hour flow weighted composite analysis of 
the wastewater being discharged to the community sewer system for all constituents and 
parameters requested by the engineer. 

.11 Each user discharge point to the community sewer system that carries any nondomestic sewage 
shall be required to be permitted and shall be considered a separate nondomestic discharge 
point source. More than one point source may be in cluded in a single permit. 

-12 If any discharge to a community sewer contains, or may contain, constitutents which will cause 
it to fail or conform to any of the requirements set forth hereinbefore in section 7600, but the city 
engineer finds that (1) the discharge does not exceed applicable federal pretreatment standards 
and requirements or local limits, (2) the discharge will not cause harm to the sewerage system 
nor unreasonably or inequitably burden the operation of the system, and (3) when considered 
together with similar excesses in discharges of other limited by section 7600 will not materially 
affect the ability of the city to meet the requirements of the Chino Basin Regional Sewage 
Service Contract, he may grant approval tor discharge to the community sewer with waiver or 
modification of the requirements which could not be met. In his letter of approval, he shall 
include a statement regarding the requirement that is waived along with reasons as to why the 
waiver is issued. A copy of this letter shall be filed with the city clerk. Any waiver granted 
pursuant to this section shall be subject to withdrawal at any time the city engineer makes a 
subsequent finding that the city’s community sewer system is unreasonably burdened or that the 
peel Bg the city to meet regional water quality contro! board requirements is materially 
affected. 

.13 Each holder of a nondomestic wastewater permit shall pay service charges in accordance with 
this section to cover in full all costs associated with the issuance of said permit, including the 
ongoing monitoring for compliance required pursuant to this code. The payment of said service 
charges shali be on a quarterly basis in amounts determined by the city engineer using the 
following formula: 

SC = %4 PA +NI.Ct+NS.CS + CL in which: 

SC is the quarterly (3 month) service charge 

PA is the annual permit cost : 

NI is the number of site inspections during the preceding quarter 

Ci is the average cost of a site inspection 

NS is the number of samples taken during the preceding quarter 

CS is the average cost of sampling, including handling and chain of custody procedures, during 

the preceding quarter 

CL is the total of all laboratory billings for sampling analyses during the preceding quarter 

The following amounts are hereby determined to the the appropriate amounts for use in the above 
listed formula: 

PA = $580.00 per permit 

Cl = $336.00 per site inspection 

CS = $264.00 per sample taken 

CL = the actual amounts charged by the laboratory (or laboratories) used for the analyses. 

Failure to pay in full the permit service charge within thirty (30) calendar days of the date the 
statement of charges has been sent will be considered cause for r ion of the permit and/or any 
oon. venvedy for correcting said nonpayment available to the city under the laws of the State of 

alifornia. 

SECTION 6. — 7600.5, Compliance time schedule - pretreatment and/or wastewater cleanup 

procedures 





discharge to a community sewer of the city. If the vehicle/aircraft servicing facility does 
not include facilities for the washing of more than one vehicie/aircraft at a time, the 
interceptor shali have an oepration fiuid capacity of not less than six (6) cubic feet and an 
accessible effective water surface not less than four (4) square feet. “Accessible effective 
water surface’ is herein understood to mean a sufface which is easily accessible for 
cleaning and which at the same time will retain oii floating on the surface of water passing 
through the trap under conditions of use. If the vehicle/aircraft servicing facility has 
facilities for washing or cieaning more than one vehicle/aircraft at a time, the interceptor 
shail have an operating fluid capacity of at least tweive (12) cubic feet and an accessible 
effective water surface of at least six (6) square feet, and shall be proportionately as much 
larger than this as is necessary so that a seven-day accumulation of sand and oil together 
will not fill more than twenty-five (25) percent of the fluid capacity. The interceptor shall be 
designed so as to retain any oii and grease which will float and any sand which will settle. 
it shall be watertight, structurally sound and durable and easily accessible for cleaning. 
The city shall retain the right to periodically inspect the interceptor for proper operation. 

B. Any interceptor legally and property installed at a vehicle/aircraft servicing facility before 
the effective date of this chapter shall be acceptable as an alternative to the interceptor 
specified hereinabove, provided such interceptor is effective in removing sand and oil and is 
so designed and installed that it can be inspected and properly maintained. If the city finds, 
either by engineering determination or by observation, that an interceptor is i le of 
retaining ately the sand and oil in the wastewater flow from a vehicie/aircraft 
servicing facility, it shall declare that the interceptor does not meet the requirements of 
this section, and require an adequate size interceptor to be installed. 

C. Installation and design of any facilities pursuant fo this section shall not impute any liability 
to the city for the adequacy of the facility under actual conditions of use, nor relieve the 
owner or jetor of this responsibility. 

D. The sand-and-oil. interceptor of a vehicle/aircraft servicing facility shall be properly 
maintained. It shali be cleaned as often as is necessary to assure that sand and oi! do not 
accumulate to impair the efficiency of the interceptor. When an interceptor is cleaned, the 
accumulated sediment and ficating material shali be removed and legally disposed of other 
than to a community sewer. An interceptor is not considered to be properly maintained if 
for any reason it is not in good working condition. if is not considered to be properly 
maintained if sand and oi! accumulations total more than twenty-five (25) percent of the 
operating fluid ¢ ity. The owner of any vehicie/aircraft servicing facility, the lessee and 
the sublessee, if there be such, and any proprietor, operator or superintendent of such a 
facility are individually and severaily liable for any failure of proper maintenance of such 
interceptor. 

.03 Special restrictions - water conditioning wastes 
‘A. it shall be unlawful for any person to install, replacéBor enlarge any apparatus for 
o ¥ 
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.01 Discharges that violate loca! limits or the pretreatment standards or requirements, and which 
are not considered to be a hazardous substance(s) or a hazardous waste as defined by the 
E.P.A. shall be required to submit to, nd be approved by, the city engineer a compliance time 
schedule for all pretreatment and/or wastewater cleanup procedures and practices. However, 
for categorical users, the final or completion date in the schedule shall not be later than the final 
compliance date specified in the federal pretreatment standards. 

.02 Once a year, the city engineer shall provide public notification in the Upland News Report of 
industrial users which, during the previous twelve months, were significantly violating 
applicable pretreatment standards or other applicable local limits. 

.03 Modifications or changes to a compliance time schedule may be granted by the city engineer 
upon written request providing the new compliance dates are not in violation with the current 
pretreatment standards for the type of discharger in question. 

.04 All dischargers that are required to file a compliance time schedule shall also be required to 
submit to the engineer progress reports every three (3) mans from the date of approval of the 
compliance time schedule. The progress report shail include (1) a statement on facility's 
status with respect to the compliance schedule and (2) a statement as to when the industrial 
user expects fo be back on schedule if he is falling behind. The reason for the delay and steps 
being taken by the IU to return to the city le shall also be reported. 

.05 Regardless of a valid permit or compliance time schedule, all dischargers in violation with the 
current local limits shall be required to their flow-weighted portion of any California 
Regional Water Quality Control Board (C.R.W.Q.C.B.) fines assessed directly or mareny to 
the city for any constitutent loadings in violation with the current local limits, and shail be 
subject to all costs and payments for damages incurred to the community sewer system and/or 
treatment piant. 

SECTION 7. Section 7600.6, Monitoring and reporting requirements for industrial users 

.01 The IU shall notify the city engineer immediately of any slug loadings. 

.02 Within 180 days after the effective date of a ment standard, or 180 days after 
the final administrative decision made upon a ¢ determination submission under 40 CFR 
403.6(a)(4), whichever is later, existing industrial users (IU‘s) subject to such categorical 
pretreatment standards and currently dischargi to, or led to discharge to, the 
community sewer system shall be required fo submit to the city engineer a baseline monitoring 
report which contains the following mation: ‘ 

A. The |U’s name and address of the facility including the name of the Operator and owners, 
B. A list of any environmental control-permits held by or for the facility. 
€. A brief description of the nature, average rate of production, and SIC of the operation(s)

.10 It shall be unlawful, and the nondomestic discharger shall be held financially responsible, for 
any damage, breakage, or tampering of any laboratory or city monitoring equipment while itis 
in use either in, on, or next to the monitoring facility of the discharger. Qu 

11 The engineer shall consider any laboratory esa submitted to the city as being invalid and 
unacceptable if any of the following has occurred: u 

re ee engineer ‘determines that an analysis is incomplete, and if the discharger does_not 
submit to the city within a 30 day period ae one notified of the incompleteness, a 
supplemental analysis report from the same labora ory. 

B.A Chate-certified laboratory and standard methods and procedures are not used. 

C. The results of the laboratory report submitted to the city cannot be verified by~the 
laboratory. : 

D. Either the taboratory or city personnel discover the monitoring equipment has- been 
tampered with, readjusted, or the wastewater loadings and/or flow have been adjusted-or 
changed to reflect an atypical situation. sine 

.12 If the engineer feels there is probable cause that a wastewater discharge or monitoring violation 
has occurred, the engineer has the right to contract with a state-certified laboratory and:have 
the discharger’s effluent monitored and analyzed, or the engineer may send a city crew.to 
monitor the discharger’s effluent and have the sample sent to a state-certified laboratory, with 
the total cost of either procedure assumed by the discharger in question. aT 

.13 A letter of compliance shall be required of all new source users of the community sewer system 
prior to issuance of the city’s nondomestic wastewater permit or an amended nondomestic 
wastewater permit. The letter of compliance must be approved by the engineer before. it is 
considered valid and shall include at least the following: 

A. Results of start-up wastewater monitoring and analysis on the wastewater discharges 
leaving the user’s facility that comply with the city’s monitoring requirements established 
in this chapter. 

B. All start-up monitorings shall be required to analyze, but not be limited to, the following 
parameters and constituents: biochemical oxygen demand (BOD); chemical oxygen 
demand (COD); total suspended solids (TSS); total dissolved residue (TDR); total organic 
carbon (TOC); phenols; total oils and greases; pH; sodium; chloride; sulfate; boron;) total 
and organic nitrogen; copper; total and hexavalent chromium; cadmium; lead; nickel; 
zinc; amenable and nonamenable cyanide; iron; mercury; total daily flow (gallons.per 
day); peak flow (gallons per day) ‘and its times; and a concurrent water meter reading 
with the sewer monitorings. s 2 

C. The results of the analysis must be submitted to the engineer no later than 30 days from the 
date of initial discharge to the community sewer system and if a wastewater violation is 
identified, from the start up monitoring, the discharger shall be notified by the engineer.and 
the user must immediately cease and desist from permit violation(s). 4 

D. The letter of compliance must be signed by the owner, president, or chairman of the board 
of the nondomestic discharger. i 

14 All dischargers subject to categorical pretreatment standards shall be required to submit to the 
city engineer twice per year, in June and December, a report indicating the following: one 

A. The Us name, address, telephone number, city wastewater permit number, and categorical 
classification. 

B. A wastewater quality and quantity listing of all wastewater monitorings during the previous 
sixth month period. Ac} 

C. The identification of each of the monitorings as to the method of collection (24 hour time 
composite, 24 hour flow weighted composite, or a grab sample) and a statement .as to 
whether the monitorings were city required or self monitoring, and if they were scheduled 
or unscheduled, 

D. A listing of the city’s current local limits. 

E. A statement of validity of the report signed by the authorized industrial representative. 
SECTION 8 Section 7600.7, Confidentiality and public access to wastewater records, is hereby 

added: 

.01 All information and data obtained on a discharger from report, letters, questionnaires, permit 
applications, permits, monitorings, and inspections shall be available to the public or ‘other 
government agency without restriction under the following provisions: 

A. All requests for public access to any city wastewater file must be in writing. 

B. The written request must include: the date of the review, the name and title of the person 
or persons that will be reviewing the files, the name and mailing address of the business: or 
government agency that they work for, their business telephone number, and what. filed 
they want to review. si 
The city may require an observer to be present while any file is being reviewed. 

The city shall not make any copies of any of the information or data in the files unless it is 

requested in writing for another government agency. x 

. A copy of the written request to review a file or files may be sent by the city to those 

dischargers that were reviewed. 

. The engineer shall annually, as required by the E.P.A., place a notice in the largest daily 
newspaper in the city, listing all discharger’s that have had a significant categorical 
violation during the previous twelve months. 

02 The discharger shall have the right to specifically request that their files or portions of' their 
files should be kept confidential and that the disclosure of specific information would divulge 
trade secrets or secret processes that shall not be made available for inspection or review by 
the public, but shall only be made available upon written request to governmental agencies for 
uses related to this chapter, the National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) 
permit, or the pretreatment program provided, however, that such portions of a file or files 
Shall be available for use by the city, any state of California agency, or the Environmental 
Protection Agency for judicial review or enforcement proceedings Involving the discharger, 

.03 A discharger’s request for confidentiality of information or data shall be as follows: ; 

A. The request must be in writing and submitted to the city engineer by the designated 
wastewater representative of the discharger. ; 

B. Sufficient justification must be presented to the engineer to demonstrate, to the satisfaction 
of the engineer, that the release of such information would divulge information, processes, 
or methods of production entitled to protection as trade secrets, rere 

C. Information accepted by the engineer as confidential shall not be transmitted to’ any 
governmental agency or to the genera! public by the city until and unless a ten day 
notification is given to the user. ' 

D. Under no circumstances shall a discharger’s wastewater constituents, concentrations, ‘and 
flow characteristics be considered as confidential information. : 

SECTION 9. Section 7600.8, Interagency wastewater connection requirements and agreement 

“01 The wastewater discharge from an industria! user or any public agency desiring to discharge to 
the community sewer system must be approved by all involved agencies by written agreement. 

(02 The industrial user or any public agency desiring a sewer connection to the city must submit.to 
the city a written request for an interagency connection point which shall include: a plot map of 
the area to be served including the distance to the proposed connection point; the current zoning 
and acreage of each of the zoned regions of the area; the percentage of existing development,in 
each zoned region; the current average and peak flow and wastewater quality from the total 
proposed area; and the projected maximum peak and average flows from the total area at build 
out. 

.03 The city shall have the right to deny the request for any reason. 

‘04 The contract agreement must be written by the source agency but reviewed and approved by 
the city and must include, but not be limited to, the foliowing: ' 

A. A statement of agreement to construct, at no expense to the city, all sewer facilities 
necessary to convey the sewage from the source agency area to the city’s community sewer 
system. 34a? 

B. All construction plans must be approved by the engineer and ali construction done in the 
city including a monitoring manhole at the connection point must be inspected and built to 
the city standards. As-built plans must also be submitted to the city upon completion af the 
work all at no cost to the city. ; 

C. The discharger shal! agree, at their own expense, to submit to the city no later than 45,days 
from the date the connection point becomes active, a 24 hour flow weighted composite 
analysis on the effluent entering the city at the connection point for all the parameters and 
constituents listed in the Chino Basin Municipal Water District Regional Contract and shall 
agree to submit to the city a similar analysis every six months starting from the submittal 
date of the first analysis. 

D. The water laboratory used by the source agency for the monitoring and analysis work must 
be certified by the state and a copy of all the intercity connection point monitorings must-be 
sent to the city directly from the laboratory. Seu 

E. If the connection point is to be eliminated, the source agency shall be required to abandon 
the intercity connection to current city standards, on the source agency's side of the city’s 
boundary line at no expense to the city. ie 

F. The requesting agency shall collect all sewer fees as established by the city and transfer 
this money biannually to the city. iA 

G. The requesting agency shall be responsible for notifying the city of any growth in-this 
sewered area, and agree to let the city enforce their pretreatment program in the source 
agency’s sewered area. ; 

H. The city agrees to accept and deliver to the wastewater treatment plan all sewage 
discharged through this connection point providing all predetermined flow and water 
quality criteria are being met., ri 

1. The city shall have the right to stop the sewer flow or eliminate the intercity connecton point 
if any of the above criteria are violated, but must notify in writing the source agency of the 

i pha intent and ee i date ond) oe conmection point may be abolished. 

° source agency shai responsible submitting an executed c agen 
agreement to Chino Basin Municipal Water District. OY OT Mime neta ey. 

SECTION 10. Section 7600.9, Nondomestic wastwater violation enforcement ia 

The City of Upland shali have the power to operate and control the community sewer of, the 

City of Upland pursuant to the authorizations as set forth in section 307(b) and (¢),.and 

402(b) (8) of the Act. The city shall further have ali the rights and remedies set forth in the, Act 

for the enforcement of the same, which are incorporated herein as if set forth herein. Violation 

of the pretreatment standards and/or local limits set forth in this chapter, or by resolution 
adopted in pursuance to this chapter, or by permit issued to the discharger or user i be 
punishable as a misdemeanor. 

In addition to the criminal penalties set forth above, the city engineer shall further have the 
power to impose civil penalties for the violation of said pretreatment standards and/or local limits 
set forth in this chapter or resolution adopted in pursuance to this chapter and/or the terms of the 

mit issued to the user by fines of from $300 to $2,500 per day per violation. Such fines shall be 

ased on the nature and seriousness of the violation, compliance history of the discharger, and the 
economic benefit gained from noncompliance. ‘ 

As a further remedy, and in addition to those set forth above, the city engineer shail, in theyevent 
that such a violation continues or threatens to continue, petition injunctive relief in the Superior 
Court of the State of California, requesting a cease and desist order and an order for appropriate 
fines for the violation. ae 

That in addition to each of the above remedies, the city engineer shall have the right to re’ 2 the 
permit of the discharger for any violation of said pretreatment standards and/or local limits set 
forth in this chapter or resolution adopted in pursuance to this c and/or conditions and s 
of the permit and terminate the right of the licensee or user to discharge nondomestic wastewater, 
SECTION 11. This ordinance shall be signed by the Mayor, attested by the city clerk and published 

in the Upland News in pursuance to the requirements of the California Government Code. 

SECTION 12. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of this ordinance shall for any 
reason be invalid, such holding or holdings shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of 
this ordinance. The City Council has declared that it would have passed this ordinance and-each 
section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase thereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more 
section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase thereof, be declared invalid. hemes
